This is in response to the Restriction Requirement dated August 28, 2001 . The Examiner therein required 
election of one of the following groups of claims: 

Group I: Claims 1-3,10,12-20 and 26, drawn to compositions and methods for reducing goblet cell 
hyperplasia in an organism's airway comprising the administration of a kinase inhibitor; 

Group II: Claims 1-4-6, 12-17, 21-23 and 26, drawn to compositions and methods for reducing 
goblet cell hyperplasia in an organism's airway comprising the administration of 
antibodies; 

Group III: Claim 1, 7-9, 11-17 and 24-26, drawn to compositions and methods for 
reducing goblet cell hyperplasia in an organism's airway comprising the 
administration of an antagonist which inhibits release of a 
transmembrane EGF-R ligand. 

Applicants hereby elect to prosecute the claims of Group I (claims 1-3, 10, 12-20, and 26), with traverse. 



This election is made with traverse. As stated in the MPEP §803, if search and examination of an entire 
application can be made without serious burden, the examiner must examine it on the merits, even though it 
includes claims to independent or distinct inventions. It is Applicants* position that it would not be unduly 
burdensome to perform a search on claims 1-26 together. Accordingly, Applicants traverse the restriction 
requirement.
